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‘The League ar and World Security _ 


Have the League of Nations proved a failure? Have the efforts of 
millions of people to put into effect the principle of collective security for 
the nations of the earth been abortive? Should the League, in the light 
of recent events, be abandoned and allowed to die? In fact, is the League 
already gagged, helpless and practically defunct ? 

These are questions which are agitating the minds of peace-loving 
people in all the countries of the world to-day? Many who saw the birth 
of the League a few years ago as an insurance policy against future con- 
flagrations between the nations are now shaking their heads sorrowfully 
and are on the verge of abandoning hope. They are fearful that the na- 
tions are to revert to former practices and policies of “dog eat dog and the 


devil take the hindmost.” 

It is pointed out by these pessimists that to date the League has two 
apparent failures to its credit, or should it be said, to its discredit? They 
refer to the inactivity of the League when Japan two or three years ago 
was allowed to launch unhindered an aggressive campaign to bring Chinese 
territory under control—a process which is still being carried on, and more 
recently the failure of the League’s attempt to stem the victorious march 
of Mussolini's troops into Ethiopia, by the application of economic sanctions. 

It is true that Mussolini appears to have achieved his immediate objec- 
tive and not only conquered Ethiopia, but has also annexed ‘the country as 
an adjunct to the Italian crown, despite the efforts of those countries which 
remained in the League to prevent Italy from gathering the fruits of her 
lawless enterprise. 

The fact, however, should not be overlooked that while Italy has so far 
succeeded in her ambitious program of conquest in Africa, the nations have 
not yet withdrawn sanctions against her and that by the continued applica- 
tion of this form of pressure it is still possible to force the victor to dis- 
gorge, if not all, at least a portion of the spoils of an illegal war. 

In other words the flouted members of the League still have it within 
their power to demonstrate to Mussolini that international lawlessness does 
not pay. All that is needed, as pointed out recently by the Winnipeg Tri- 
bune is decisiveness. ‘The members of the League,’ said the Tribune, “can, 
by showing a little courage and determination at this juncture make it more 

‘ofa living and vital force than it has ever heen,” but this newspaper adds, 

“unless they show some courage and determination in the present circum- 
stances the League of Nations and collective security will vanish like the 
Snows of yesteryear,” 

The Tribune further points out that Mussolini after all has only won 
the first race and “is still racing against time in the application of the 
economic sanctions which are slowly but surely strangling Italy into sub- 
mission. He cannot win that race unless the League members weaken and 
allow him to escape from the inexorable pressure.” 

There are very cogent reasons why wavering faith in the League 
should be restored. One of them is the urgent desire of the great masses 
of the people in the majority of the countries of the world for peace and 
security, so essential if economic recovery and progress is to be made. All 
that is necessary is for these people to strengthen the hands of their repre- 
sentatives by impressing upon them this viewpoint. 

Another and very potent reason is the necessity for continuance and 
strengthening of the League and its powers if civilization is to be pre- 
served, There is no blinking the fact that the majority of the European 
nations are arming to the teeth and that in some cases at least, conquest 
and subjugation are unrevealed motives. If that is true, a strong League 
is the only hope of security from further aggressions which may well in- 
volve the entire world. 

Warnings of this very grave danger have recently been uttered by some 
of the outstanding statesmen of several countries and they are warnings 
that should not go unheeded. 

That such a war is not only possible. but ‘inevitable’ is the opinion 
of General Ludendorf of Germany who makes this very clear in his new 
book whose very little is significant, “The Total War’. According to a com- 
mentator on this book in Les Annales of Paris, Ludendorf only admits a 
war which engages the existence of the entire nation—men, women and 
children; in other words, a war conducted without mercy, “its only aim being 
the total annhilation of the enemy.” 

Apparently a strengthened and revivified League is the only hope of 
security the nations can expect against such ‘a war of frightfulness.”

Doctor Fashions New Ear From 


Portion Of ‘Rib 


Taking part of a human rib to 
build a new and shapely ear by plas- 
tic surgery was demonstrated to the 
American Medical Association at 
Kansas City by Earl C. Padgett, 
M.D. 

The piece of rib, taken from the 
cartilage at the base of a rib, forms 
the shell-shaped framework for the 
synthetic ear. The skin to cover 
this cartilage, and to form the soft 


fleshly “tire’’ constituting the ear's 
outer border, is taken from the 
neck. 


Afterward the skin thus lost to 
the neck is replaced by skin taken 
from the thigh so that no neck scar 
is apparent. 

The skin from the neck upon 
which depends the final sightliness 
of the new ear is moved by detour- 
ing it first to the temple by the plas- 
tic method known as the pedicle flap, 
which resembled the handle of a 
suitcase. After this flap has been 
attached by one end to the temple 
area so that it gets its blood supply 
from that point by contact, it is 
ready to be dropped down over the 
new ear structure and be moulded 
into place.

Destroys Bacteria 


New Device That Will Be Of Assist- 
ance In Operations 


Invention of a new type of cool 
germ-killing rays that destroys air- 
floating bacteria about the patient on 
an operating table was announced to 
the American Association of Thoraci 
Surgery by Deryl Hart, M.D., of 
Duke University Medical School. 

The rays come from long, slender 
tubes framing the light above the 
operating table. Their rays were 
selected wavelengths of ultra-violet 
—which kill air-borne germs in 60 
seconds, but co not burn human 
beings. 

The tubes were designed by Dr. 
Robert F. James and Dr. Harvey 
Rentsckler of the Westinghouse 
Lamp Company.

Have Seen Great Changes 


Two Halifax Ladies Remember Days 
Of Sailing Vessels 


Two elderly Halifax women—their 
ages total 197 years—look forward 
with interest to the maiden voyage 
of the super-liner Queen Mary. 

Both of them are something in the 
nature of ancient mariners. Mrs. 
Fanny Lenoir is the only person liv- 
ing who set foot on the little steamer 
Britannia when it sailed into Halifax 
harbor on its first voyage in 1840. 

The other elderly seafarer, Mrs. 
Loring W. Bailey, crossed the At- 
lantic ocean from Liverpool to Hali- 
fax in the Cambria, a side-wheeler 
with sails 87 years ago. Both were 
six years old when they stood on the 
decks of their vessels. 

Passage of years has not dimmed 
the memories of her first ocean 
crossing for Mrs, Bailey. Her father 
came to Canada to become chief 
superintendent of education in New 
Brunswick, she recalled. 

Cheery and still active in spite of 


‘her 103 years, Mrs. Lenoir remem- 


bered the arrival of the little Bri- 
tannia vividly. She folded her arms 
and recalled the excitement of old 
Halifax in 1840. 

“Word got around the Britannia 
was coming up the harbor,” she re- 
lated. “I was only a child but my 
mother gave my sister Lucy and me 
permission to go down to meet it. 
We lived not far from the wharf.” 

She told how a “gentleman in a 
tall silk hat,” came down from the 
boat and took her sister and her- 
self aboard. “My it was exciting,” 
the old lady exclaimed. 

Mrs. Lenoir has’ seen the ocean 
steamers change from wood to steel 
and expressed keen interest in the 
new liner Queen Mary. “It would be 
wonderful to see it,” she said.

Planting Trees 
And Shrubs 


S| 


The time to plant trees and shrubs 
is at hand, and consequently several 
considerations in regard to planting 
for ornamental effects would he in or- 
der. 

First of all, the stock should be ob- 
tained from a reliable nurseryman lo- 
cated where climatic conditions are as 
nearly like the local conditions as pos- 
sible. Best results are obtained from 
seeds or cuttings grown near home ra- 
ther than from plants grown under 
different climatic conditions, as the 
plants will be likely to be hardier and 
better adapted to the local conditions 

When handling shrubs while they 
are being transplanted it is essential 
to prevent the roots from drying out. 
A good practice is to carry the plant« 
with their roots submerged in a pail 
of muddv water and not tn remove 
them until they are ready for setting 
in the desived position. The holes 
must be sufficiently lavre to receive 
the full spread of the plant roots. The 
moist ton soil is sifted araved in the 
roots after the plant has been set 
somewhat deeper than it stood in the 
nursery row and each layer firmly 
trampled with the heel. Watering 
may be done when the hole with the 
planted trees is anproximately three- 
quarters filled. After the soil is thor- 
oughlv soaked the remaining soil m1 
be filled in, (but not tramyed) leavin- 
a slight depression around the mse of 
the plant. At this time the planter 
will find an advantage in enttine bac’ 
most of the branches to within 3 or 4 
buds fram the srown of the plant. 

Shrubs may be set as far apart ac 
they should be when they reach mo- 
turity. or they may be set more close- 
ly and removed from time to time as 
‘hey crowd one another. When plant- 
ed as they should be at maturity. it is 
Jesirable to use annual or verenni2! 
flowers between the shrubs for one o~ 
two years to have the clumns ani 
hordere filled. This often helns iv 
hrinzing up an otherwise dull part of 
the Jandscape. With the other m:thol 
of planting, there is the difficulty tha‘ 
thinning will probablv be delayed or 
vossibly not done at all. 

After the trees and shrubs are plant- 
ed they will need cultivation for two 
or three years until well establishe? 
when they can, for the most part, take 
care of themselves. It must be re- 
membered, however, that the en- 
croachment of grass and weed? m'1s' 
be prevented at all times. After a 
tree or shh is well established. nrun- 
ing is hardiv necessary except for re- 
moving dead and broken word or ev. 
ress of suckers or new growth. The 
onlv time pruning is ahsolutely essen 
tial is at time of plantine and then i 
is well to be severe. Where mistake 
ire made in the orisinel eslectians. « 
that plants of wrong size, habit, or tex- 
ture are set at any point, the plante 
should not hesitate in removing them 
and replacing with appropriate plants

SANITATION IN POULTRY 
PRODUCTION 
Today's baby chicks are next win- 
ter’s epg producers and new is the time 
to be viving strict attention to sanitavy 
measures which will help to ensure the 
development of a healthy vigoro'1s 
flock of pullets to go into the laying 
house next October.’ As experienc 


poultry al any ase ave susceptible to 
!n wide variety of diccases and once 
infected are extremely difficult ta 
treat. This apolies with special em- 
| posts to young stock since chizks are 
ie » highly suesplible to infection dur-

Whore chicks are being raised fa 
biooder heuses, some attention shed 
riven to the lowetion of the nuuse, 
ord a food molto to rememeber in this 
cornection is: “raise the chicks in the 
leendes houces at least 209 yards from 
the rest of the farm flock“ In any 
lease the chicks should, at all cost, be 
kent until they ave at least 4 months 


of age. entirely soparate from the rest 
of the flock, aud on ground which has 
not been used by old hens for a full 
year or more, If sufficient range is 
available it is a good plan to move the 
location of the breoder house occasion- 
ally during the summer to keep the 
young stock on dry land exposed to 
the section of the sun, as sunlight is 
one of the best and cheapest disinfec- 
‘ants, while damp shady spots are lik- 
ely to be fertile breeding places for 
disease germs and parasites. If clean 
ground is not available much can be 
gone through te use of small inex- 
pensive sun porches (4 by 7 feet) made 
of woven wire with a half inch mesh 
bottcm raised well above the surface 
of the ground.

The 
brocder house should bh? thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected before the 
peuuans are introdyced and, at the 
‘Lethbridge Station, a very satisfactory 
csembination cleaning and disinfecting 
agent made by dissolving one can of 
jlye in three gallons of boiling water is 
[Raed As this solution is very strong, 
the operator must be careful not to get 
lit cn his hands or face. A good uten- 
[sit for washing houses is an old broom 
cipped in the ahove solution. 

Atter the chicks are housed, steps are 
taken {o keep the house and uten- 
isils clean, The litter 's changed cvery 
l tow days during the first weeks and as 
often as is recessary to keep the house 
{clean and dvy thereafter. Care is tak- 
ien to privide ample quantities of fresh: 
l water in clean. readily available ves- 
,Sels. Clean water fs a cheap, but very 
housential feed and its importance is 
often overlooked, perhaps on the very 
‘account of its cheapness, <A ration 
‘balanced according to the require- 
Iments of the chicks at various stares 
is made available in clean containers- 
not in filthy litter or on contaminated 
rround. Ample supplies of green feeds 
are provided. 

Good stock, good feed, good housing, 
and good management are the corn- 
ec: -slenes of successful poultry keeping 
and the existing bright prospects of 
nigh prices for poultry products next 
fill and winter should offer every en- 
couragement to the poultry Keeper to 
ibemin now and continue to employ 
thicughout the summer, the best prao- 
tleable methods of feeding and mane 
ageme lt. 
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
